These introductions are essays in their own right; they 
can be read along with the documents, or they can 
stand as independent explorations into social history. 
Together with the texts and illustrations, these vol¬ 
umes represent a unified effort to restore to historical 
study the texture of life as it was lived, without sacri¬ 
ficing theoretical rigor or informed scholarship.
